MONTHLY REPORT OF THE BOARD OF 
TRUSTEES AND HARRISBURG OFFICE 


The appeal of Dr. R. H. Nones, Jr., Chairman of the Military Affairs 
Committee, that organized dentistry support the attempt to change the re- 
cent ruling of the War Department regarding military status of dentists 
affected by the Selective Service Act in the present Defense Program has 
been very gratifying. As far as we know there has been no change in the 
situation, which means that any dentist called under the Selective Service 
Act will be inducted as a private, unless, of course, he holds a reserve 
commission, and applications are not being received for reserve commis- 
sions at the present time. Members of organized dentistry all over the 
country are asking their representatives in Congress that this ruling be 
set aside so that any dentist called to military service would be eligible for 
commission in the Dental Reserve Corps as a First Lieutenant. 

If you have not already done so, you are urged to communicate with 
your local Congressman and Senators, as well as Senator Morris Shep- 
pard, Chairman of Military Affairs Committee of the ‘Senate and Con- 
gressman Andrew J. May, Chairman of Military Affairs Committee of 
the House, substantially as follows: 
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“Dentists of this staté protest ruling of War Department 
refusing commissions to dentists subject to induction as Privates, 

and request that qualified dentists be commissioned in reserve so 

they can serve in professional capacity when needed.” 

The Harrisburg Office is a very busy place these days due to matters 
concerning the Selective Service Act and the work of the Committee on 
Public Health. 

Sunday, March 16, 1941, there was a special meeting of the Board of 
Trustees. This meeting was called for the purpose of acting on several 
important matters concerning the public assistance program, selective ser- 
vice and public health activities. In the discussion it was brought out that 
Pennsylvania stands very high in the cooperation received by the Govern- 
ment in dental matters and the thought was expressed that if any of our 
membership who are not in the selective service ages are called upon to 
perform voluntary duties to aid in the Defense Program, that they will 
willingly accept any assigninent given them. 

Elsewhere in this issue of the StaTE JoURNAL you will find informa- 
tion regarding reservations at the Bedford Springs Hotel for our annual 
meeting. Prempt action on your part will be necessary if you desire the 
better accommodations. The program for our state meeting is practically 
complete and should attract a large attendance from our membership. 

You can still obtain those chrome dental caduceus license frames at 
$1.25 per frame. We still have a few on hand. Should you desire one or 
more of these send your check to me and they will be promptly mailed 
to you. 

This issue of the JoURNAL is being mailed only to those who have 
paid their 1941 dues and I think you wil! find the same to be true for the 
JourNAL of the A. D. A.

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THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE 


I have received a number of letters asking me since when was it un- 
lawful for a dentist to extract teeth. In my February Message this state- 
ment was in bold type. To get the full meaning of the statement one must 
read in its entirety that part of the message dealing with this subject. Ap- 
parently there are some members who have not read it through. I will 
again quote from the FLoripa DENTAL JOURNAL: 





“Teeth and Draft Evaders— 


Teeth of men of draft age must not be extracted when it will 
render them unfit for Military Service unless x-rays prove the 
necessity of extraction and they cannot be restored to use. Some 
draftees may try to evade Military Service by having teeth ex- 
tracted. Any men of draft age presenting themselves for extrac- 
tions, when such extractions are deemed unnecessary by the den- 
tist, should be reported and a record of the man’s mouth given to 
the local Draft Board. Dentists extracting such teeth will be sub- 
ject to prosecution by the Federal Government for aiding evasion 
of the Dratt. FLorIpDA DENTAL JOURNAL.” 

I have also received a number of letters from dentists serving on local 
Draft Boards as lay members—complaining of the inability of physicians 
to properly examine the teeth of draftees. So I relayed these complaints 
to the head of the Selective Service with the request that a dentist be ap- 
pointed to each board. At the time I was told there was no provision for 
such appointments. There must have been a deluge of such complaints 
from all over the country as we are now asked to recommend the name 
of a dentist to serve on each Draft Board. He will make the dental exami- 
nation. 


The procedure we recommend to secure the necessary dentists for 
these boards is as follows. The trustee from each district will consult 
with the district and county society or local society officers, who should if 
possible select two dentists for each draft board. The dentist should live 
in the proximity of the draft board and be beyond the age for military 
service of incapacitated for such service. Each man selected should be 
asked if they will serve if appointed, and if they are willing, their names 
sent to me addressed to the Pennsylvania State Dental Society, 217 State 
St., Harrisburg. I will then submit them to the Selective Service; from 
there they go to the governor. He recommends them to the President of 
the United States and he alone has the authority to make such appoint- 
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ments. There is no remuneration for this service. It is voluntary, but it 
is an opportunity to serve both your country and dentistry. 

The dental program which has been approved by the State Board of 
Public Assistance was to go into operation the first of March. It has been 
held up as there are so many angles in it that have to be straightened out. 
One is a method of control. This we are working on and we hope to get 
something tangible in the near future. If any of you have ever worked 
with a group of statisticians, you can sympathize with us. After spending 
a day with them and going through a maize of figures, we don’t know any 
more than we did before the demonstration started. As a real honest to 
goodness statistician has the ability to prove by his figures that he is 
right and you are wrong. We have had a number of such sessions. Our 
method of calculation is simple, but not the statisticians—it must be com- 
plicated or why a statistician. 

I did not attend the State Officers Conference in Chicago, as Dr. 
Boyd A. Lowry is our accredited representative to this conference and he 
will make the report at the annual meeting. 

February 27, I, with Dr. R. E. Miller, Secretary of the State Dental 
Council and Examining Board, and Dr. Wayde Kelly, State Chairman of 
the Law Enforcement Committee met in a conference with Mr. Crosley, 
Deputy Secretary of the Department of Public Instruction, in Charge of 
Professional Licensees. There were a number of things that had to be 
worked out and after several hours discussion we obtained satisfactory 
results. 

March 3 I was in Altoona to attend a meeting of the arrangements 
committee for the State Meeting at Bedford Springs and also attend the 
curtailed Annual Meeting of the Seventh District. The Arrangements 
Committee Meeting was most interesting as the Chairman of each of the 
committees composing the Arrangements Committee made practically a 
final report. So everything is set and ready to go. I have had several 
compaints about our paid courses. We have had many more commenda- 
tions on the fact that we are holding these courses. There is only one on 
full dentures. The others on x-rays. Besides these we have a number of 
registered clinics to which there will be no charge. They are free. 

I have had considerable experience in arranging and managing dental 
meetings and believe our successful meetings are due to giving the type of 
program that the dental profession as a whole demands. Today the de- 
mand is for paid courses and registered clinics. Registration for these two 
types of demonstration should be made available before the meeting, so as 
to avoid confusion. If they are free, many will make reservations and 
then on the day or days of the meeting something develops or the weather 
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is bad, they decide not to attend and someone who wanted to attend is 
deprived of the opportunity. When they have invested money, even if it is 
only a small amount, they will attend. 

At our Greater Philadelphia February Meeting we had 1,677 dentists 
make reservations for our free Registered Clinics, and the number of 
those who attended was a little over 1,200, while out of those who regis- 
tered for the paid courses only two failed to attend and they notified the 
committee some days before the meeting and their places were filled. 
When the course is a paid one positive restrictions can be made on the 
number attending. 

The Seventh District Meeting was quite successful. There was a 
good attendance. This is usually a three-day meeting, but the annual state 
meeting is being held in this District this year so they decided to have a 
one-day meeting. It was my first opportunity to meet with the Seventh 
District Society this year and to thank them on behalf of the state society 
for being our hosts. The whole membership is enthused and working hard 
to make the state meeting a success. 

On March 4 Dr. Milon P. Eaton and I attended one of the long ses- 
sions with the Department of Public Assistance and the State Healing 
Arts Advisory Committee, but we did not come to an agreement on how 
our program should be handled, so at a later date we will go back for 
another session. 

March 10 I attended the dinner given to Dr. W. A. Spencer. It was 
well attended. Dr. D. S. Gardner was toastmaster and he handled it in 
his usual masterly manner. Dr. Archibald Eglin represented the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania of which school Dr. Spencer is a graduate. 

March 12 and 13 I attended the Five State Meeting in Washington, 
D. C. They had their usual excellent program and large attendance. Please 
note this is the second year they have charged for the registered clinics 
and the attendance has been as large as when they were free and those 
attending are better satisfied as none of the clinics are overcrowded. 

On Sunday, March 16, the Board of Trustees met in special session 
at my request. There were a number of very important matters discussed 
which I will take up with you in my next message. 

March 17 Dr. Patton, the President of the First District, the First 
District’s Attorney and myself, had a conference with the Attorney Gen- 
eral, Judge Reno. It was a most interesting conference and we learned a 
lot which will be beneficial to the state society—this will also hold over. 

It is a good thing to have very close intimate friends. It is one of 
the things that makes life worth living and they tell you such nice things. 
One of these friends of mine, whom I really cherish as a friend has told 
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me that I should not disclose so many things, one at a time—so on his ad- 
vice I have not discussed the two last items this month—at least that is 
what he will think—but as a matter of fact I am crowded for time. 
Two more days and it will be Spring. Can you believe it? Here’s 
wishing it comes soon.

COMMITTEE ON DENTAL PREPAREDNESS 


A SUGGESTION FOR TEMPORARY TENANT-LANDLORD RELATIONS 


If the dentist who enters military service wishes to have identical 
space upon his return from service (which is presumed to be within 
twelve months), he can usually make arrangements to pay one-half of the 
regular monthly rate during such term of service and the space will be 
held for him. In return for the lower rate, the building manager shall 
have the privilege of subletting the space to a temporary tenant, in which 
case the doctor will be relieved of having to pay the one-half of the regu- 
lar rate, the temporary tenant to be subject to the approval of the lessor. 
Equipment may be stored elsewhere in the building. For this, a small 
charge shall be made. Special arrangements will be made in case of 
leases. 

This plan is an agreement signed with a manager of a large office

MILITARY AFFAIRS SECTION

Following the custom instituted in the October issue, pertinent mili- 
tary matters concerning the dentist and Dental Corps are published in this 
section for the benefit of the profession. 

ATTENTION RESERVE OFFICERS IN THE DENTAL RESERVE CorPs: 

Dentists should not close up or sell their practices until they have re- 
ceived notification for active duty. 

ATTENTION DENTISTS WitTH Low Drart NuMBERS SUBJECT TO CALL: 


Do not sell or close your dental office until the physical examination 
by the Induction Board in the Area has been made. Some men, after re- 
ceiving their notices, have sold their offices upon passing the physical ex- 
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amination by the Local Draft Board. When re-examined by the Medical 
Officer of the Induction Board they failed to pass the examination, creat- 
ing an aggravated situation. 

Unless a dentist has a low draft number and there is a possibility that 
he will be called in the near future, he should not apply for a commission 
in the Dental Reserve Corps. 

This is the procedure to be followed by a dentist receiving his warn- 
ing letter from his Local Draft Board informing him that he has been 
placed in Class 1 A. An application for appointment to the Dental Reserve 
Corps should be submitted as follows: 

1. Visit nearest military headquarters. 

2. Secure application forms No. 170 and answer every question or 

the form will be returned. 

3. Have a regular Army Medical Officer or Reserve Officer or phy- 
sician give a final physical examination. 

4. Form No. 170, in duplicate, should be accompanied by the warn- 
ing letter from the Local Draft Board. This is to be submitted to 
the Military Headquarters for transmittal to Corps Headquarters 
and a check of report of the physical examination. If found phys- 
ically qualified a request will be made by the Dental Corps for 
such action as they may determine when applicant is called before 
this board. 

* * * 

The Selective Service System has changed its regulations to authorize 
the assignment of dentists as examiners to Local Service Boards, to serve 
in the same manner as medical examiners in their respective fields. These 
appointments will be made by the President of the United States upon 
nominations submitted by the governors of the various states. 

As in the case of physicians and members of Draft Boards, there is 
no compensation connected with these appointments, only the opportunity 
to serve the United States in its Preparedness Program, the community 
and the dental profession. Dentists between the draft ages or in the Re- 
serve Corps are not especially desirable for this service unless they have 
a deferred status or unless in some communities it is impossible to obtain 
volunteers. In other words, it is felt that here is a place for the older den- 
tist who has an oppertunity to perform a real patriotic service. In the 
event the work on any particular board is such as to entail any undue 
hardship on one dentist, it is permissable under the law to appoint others. 
The American Dental Association is working with the Committee on Den- 
tal Preparedness and stands ready to assist in recommending dentists for 
these appointments in the event a state desires such assistant. 
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The above action reached its culmination in a conference held on 
March 6, 1941 between Colonel L. G. Rountree, General Hershey, Colonel 
Eams, Colonel Baggs and other Selective Service officers, and the advisory 
committee to Selective Service, consisting of the Chairman of the A. D. A. 
Dental Preparedness Committee, Dr. J. Ben Robinson, Dr. William Hodg- 
kin, Dr. Sterling V. Meade and Brigadier General L. C. Fairbank. 

Now that dentistry has been given the opportunity to serve in this 
splendid capacity and to bring its knowledge to bear on various important 
matters within the boards, it is felt that dental examinations under Selec- 
tive Service will be greatly improved, as well as the situation respecting 
the dental student and the dentist within the draft ages. The knowledge 
of the dental appointee and the enhancement of the profession’s status 
because of the appointment, should contribute much to the entire situation. 

Selective Service has been assured that dentistry would meet its obli- 
gations in this matter and when the President of the United States calls 
for this service from not less than six thousand of its members, it is felt 
that the profession will respond promptly and gladly.

All those students about to graduate and who have received defer- 
ment from their local draft boards are urged to further request deferment 
until after they have passed their respective State Board examinations. 

I also ask that, for the present, CAUTION be exercised by all stu- 
dents regarding the “MURRAY BILL.” I have reason to hope for the 
best, in the very near future, regarding this legislation.

To the Editor: One of my patients bumped her left central some 
years ago and the pulp eventually died, discoloring the tooth. She would 
like to have the tooth bleached but I have had no experience with tooth 
bleaching. Can you describe the technic for me? 

Answer: It is always desirable to determine the cause of the dis- 
coloration first, if possible, in order to decide whether the tooth can be 
bleached. In this instance the discoloration is apparently due to diffusion 
of llood or its products from the pulp into the dentin. This is the most 
common cause of tooth discoloration and can be likened to a black and 
blue mark of the skin following a blow. 


The following is an outline of the technic that may be used for bleach- 
ing the tooth : 

(1) Apply the rubber dam only on the tooth to be bleached. Ligate 
securely. 

(2) Remove all fillings and excavate the pulp chamber thoroughly, 
removing all discolored spots of dentin. 

(3) Place 1 or 2 thin strands of cotton loosely in the pulp chamber. 
By means of a syringe to which a non-corrodible needle is attached, care- 
fully fill the pulp chamber with a fresh solution of pyrozone. (Follow 
directions on tube before opening ampule of pyrozone). 

(4) Expose tooth to strong light, such as photoflood lamp in reflec- 
tor. (Shield patient’s eyes with dark glasses). 

(5) Since heat, as well as light, activates the pyrozone solution a cau- 
tery wire not heated to redness but barely hot may be placed in the pulp 
chamber for about 2 or 3 seconds from time to time. Beware of overheat- 
ing the tooth! 

(6) Replenish pyrozone from time to time. After 15 minutes wash 
pulp chamber with distilled water. Dry and repeat the above procedure 
at the same sitting. 

Generally, the tooth becomes lighter than the adjacent teeth about 
10 or 15 hours after treatment, but this effect is transitory and the tooth 
returns to its normal shade after 2 or 3 days. In many cases a second 
bleaching is necessary to restore the tooth to its original color. 
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To the Editor: 1 seem to have lost the formula for Talbot’s iodogly- 
cerol solution and my pharmacist can not find it in any of his reference 
books. Can you give me the formula for this solution ? 


Answer: Talbot’s iodoglycerol solution may be made up as follows: 


Zinc iodid 15 parts 
lodin crystals 25 parts 
Glycerin 50 parts 
Water 10 parts 


To the Editor: There have been so many recent discoveries in vita- 
mins that I can no longer keep them straight in my mind. Can you give 
me a list of the vitamins and what they prevent to help me out of my con- 
fusion? Thank you very much for replying. 

Answer: Recent progress in the isolation and synthesis of vitamins 
has been so extensive that our inquirer has reason to be confused. The 
inquiry is of sufficient importance to warrant a detailed answer. 

Vitamins may be divided into fat soluble and water soluble sub- 
stances. The fat soluble vitamins are A, D, E and K; the water soluble 
are B and C. Each of these vitamins should not be looked upon as a com- 
plete entity but as a parent substance capable of being separated into sim- 
pler substances having various though somewhat related properties. For 
example, vitamin B was considered an entity for more than two decades 
before it was broken down into more than a dozen different factors. Of 
these factors, thiamin chlorid, nicotinic acid, riboflavin and pantothenic 
acid are better known only because their effects upon the human organ- 
ism have recently been studied. The air of mystery surrounding the vita- 
mins will be dispelled when the magical cloak which envelops these sub- 
stances is removed and their exact chemical nature becomes known. 

An insufficient supply of vitamins or inability of the body to assimi- 
late them produces certain so-called nutritional deficiency diseases. These 
will be touched upon briefly in discussing each of the vitamins. 


A 

Vitamin A is.found in butter, cream, eggs, fish liver oils and raw 
carrots. Carotene is the plant source of vitamin A. The characteristic 
symptoms of vitamin A deficiency are night blindness and xerophthalmia. 
The latter’is characterized by dryness of the eye, pigmentation and soft- 
ening of the cornea, followed by infection. Xerophthalmia is extremely 
rare in the United States. It is more frequently observed in young chil- 
dren than in adults because of the demand for this vitamin by the body 
during growth. Vitamin A helps to maintain the integrity of the epi- 
thelial structures and thus minimizes bacterial hazards. Administration

of cod liver oil daily in 10-15 cc. doses is generally sufficient to over- 
come the deficiency state. In very severe cases the oil may be sterilized 
and injected subcutaneously in order to obtain a rapid effect. 


B 


Vitamin B is well distributed in grain and cereals. Unrefined corn, 
wheat, oats, rice and yeast are rich sources of vitamin B. 


Thiamin chlorid (B,) is used for the prevention or treatment of 
beriberi. In addition it is useful in the amelioration of nervous disturb- 
ances associated with chronic alcoholism, pellagra and pregnancy. Paren- 
teral or oral administration of large doses of thiamin chlorid have been 
recommended for the treatment of trifacial neuralgia. In acute cases 
thiamin chlorid is best administered parenterally (50 mg. daily) because 
of greater absorption and rapid effect. Oral dosage varies with the se- 
verity cf the condition, from 20-100 mg. generally being given. Preven- 
tive doses vary from 5-20 mg. daily. 

Riboflavin (B,). Riboflavin deficiency is characterized by cheilosis, 
“sharkskin” lesions over the nose, itching, burning and excessive dryness 
of the eyes, and photophobia. Riboflavin was isolated in 1933 and syn- 
thesized in 1935. It may be given parenterally in 2 to 5 mg. doses or 
orally in 1 or 2 mg. doses taken t.i.d. 

Nicctinic acid was isolated in 1926 and synthesized in 1936. This 
vitamin has been called the antipellagric vitamin. It has a special signifi- 
cance for dentists in that it eliminates the oral symptoms of pellagra 
which are sometimes mistaken for Vincent’s infection. In addition to 
the stomatitis, a characteristic early sign of pellagra is a glossitis charac- 
terized by painful swelling and reddening of the border and tip of the 
tongue. Disturbances of the alimentary canal, skin and nervous system 
are extraoral symptoms of pellagra. Oral administration of 500 mg. 
daily of nicotinic acid or nicotinic acid amide, or intravenous adminis- 
tration daily of 50-100 mg. is generally followed by dramatic abatement 
of symptoms. 

Pyridoxin (B,) was isolated in 1938. A deficiency of this vitamin 
apparently occurs following chronic diarrhea. It has been used experi- 
mentally in the treatment of paralysis agitans. Pyridoxin may be given 
intravenously in 20-50 mg. doses daily. 

Pantothenic acid was isolated in 1938 and synthesized in 1940. As 
yet little is known about pantothenic acid deficiency in the human. 

Other vitamin B factors include antigray-hair factor, pigeon weight 
factor, rat antiparalysis factor, grass juice factor, and others. 
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C 

Ascorbic (hexuronic or cevitamic) acid was isolated in 1932 and 
synthesized in 1933. It is abundantly present in citrus fruits, tomatoes, 
and green vegetables. An adequacy of vitamin C prevents scurvy which 
has definite oral as well as systemic symptoms. The basic pathologic 
lesion is one in which the intercellular substance loses its solidity and 
becomes liquefied. This holds true whether it be in the blood vessels (re- 
sulting in hemmorhage) or other connective tissue. Ascorbic acid may 
be administered in 5-10 mg. doses taken t.i.d. or may be given intra- 
venously. 

D 

Vitamin D was distinguished from vitamin A in 1922 and identified 
with ergosterol (provitamin D) in 1924. Vitamin D is widely distributed 
in plant and animal tissue in minimal quantities. Vitamin D influences 
Ca and P metabolism determining Ca—P retention in the body as a whole, 
Ca-—P concentration in the blood, and Ca-P deposition in the bones. A 
sufficiency of vitamin D prevents rickets. Provitamin D, or ergosterol, is 
present in minute quantities in the skin of animals. Upon exposure to 
ultraviolet light, ergosterol is activated and becomes vitamin D which is 
absorbed by the blood and then distributed to the tissues. Vitamin D may 
be given in the form of codliver oil or viosterol. Too large a dose over 
a prolonged period of time may produce hypercalcemia. 


E 
Vitamin E is present in green leaves and in seeds. Wheat germ is 
one of the richest natural sources of this vitamin. It is stored in the 
animal body in musculature and fat but not in any significant amount. 
The existence of vitamin E has been known since 1922. At present two 
vitamin E factors have been isolated and still others are known to exist. 
One of these isolated factors, alpha tocopherol, is generally referred to 
as vitamin E. It is no longer believed that vitamin E is concerned only 
with reproduction. It has been established that a deficiency of vitamin E 
affects the cross striated musculature of the body. Vitamin E may be 
given in the form of wheat germ oil or may be injected intramuscularly 
in 500 mg. doses. 
‘ K 
Vitamin K is found in green vegetables, particularly cabbage and 
spinach. Vitamin K coagulation vitamin) deficiency is relatively rare 
It is now believed that there are several K factors. Vitamin K deficiency 
is not due to an insufficiency of this substance in foods but to lack of 
absorption of the vitamin from the intestinal tract owing to an absence 
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of bile. In the newborn, particularly in premature infants, vitamin K is 
at times deficient and the prothrombin level is low, leading to “hemor- 
rhagic diathesis of the newborn.” Administration of vitamin K over- 
comes this disturbance. Vitamin K is available as extract of alfalfa 
(cerophyl) or as a synthetic product. The latter may be injected paren- 
terally in from 2-4 mg. doses daily. 

It should be emphasized that an inadequate supply of a vitamin may 
not necessarily produce characteristic symptoms of a deficiency disease 
but subclinical symptoms only, which may be recognized only after inten- 
sive study. 

To the Editor: I have not seen any clear-cut description of how 
acrylic inlays or crowns are made. Could you give me the essential fea- 
tures of the technic ? 

Answer: 

(1) Acrylics are preferably processed over copper plated dies. 

(2) Either blue inlay wax or R and R colorless inlay wax may be 
used to carve the inlay or crown. 

(3) In investing for a crown imbed the die so that either the labial 
or lingual half faces upward. 

(4) Invest the lower half, tin foil and invest the upper half of the 
flask in such manner that the foil becomes attached to the upper half. 
During setting of investment, maintain pressure to keep both halves 
together. 

(5) Boil, separate and clean out wax. 


(6) Mix monomer and polymer and pack the acrylic material into 
separate halves of flask. Cover with cellophane, compress under heat 
to determine if sufficient acrylic is had. Remove excess. Discard cello- 
phane. 

(7) Close flask to within 2 mm. and place in glycerin bath at 125° 
F. Run temperature up slowly to 175° F. allowing about % hour to 
attain this temperature. Then close flask completely and run up to 250° 
F. ang keep at that temperature for % hour. 

(8) Remove flask and cool under running water before removing 
acrylic. 

(9) Peel out copper attached to inner surface of tooth or inlay or 
else dissolve copper by soaking in dilute hydrochloric acid.

STATION HOSPITAL 
SCHOFIELD Barracks, T. H. 
February 10, 1941 
Dear Dr. Overberger, 

I'm sending this to you, but at your convenience I hope you will read 
it before the good old North Cambria Dental Society monthly meeting. 

Your send-off party for us has remained one of our most pleasant 
memories, and we have used the lovely tray many times. Many times too 
I have thought of writing, but now that I have been gone almost a year 
I have made it head the list of my correspondence. 

The future, I do not know a thing about, only hope and pray, you on 
the mainland are no doubt in a better position to draw conclusions better 
and more accurate than I, so I will confine my writing to what the past 
and present have held for me. 


The first and most outstanding feature of military life, in my mind, 
is the regular hours. During hours you are always busy, but within reason 
after hours your time is your own, but the Army does insist you partici- 
pate in some form of healthful exercise, to keep oneself in physical con- 
dition. 

Second, if one lives within their means, there is no financial worry. 
The pay in all grades is adequate in the Dental Corps for a comfortable 
living, and you receive your check promptly the first of each month. Get- 
ting rich quick, or even wealthy just doesn’t happen, but an adequate sal- 
ary for ordinary living. 

The incentive for individual good work is just as much present as in 
civilian practice, for all senior officers fill out efficiency reports, twice a 
year, or at each change of station, on all officers under them. These re- 
ports are filed in Washington and form part of each officer’s permanent 
record, so each officer tries to maintain as high a standing as possible. 

Military dentistry sums itself pretty much into the greatest amount 
of good for the greatest number of men, in the minimum amount of time. 
To the best of our ability we must please all soldiers, just as you must 
please your patients, for dissatisfied soldiers do not make a smooth-run- 
ning military machine, and ours must be the best. 

Edgewood Arsenal was a very nice station. We had two dental offi- 
cers there doing general dentistry, and lots of it. After being there six 
months and rendering satisfactory service, I had the opportunity of going 
on foreign service, and here we are. 
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Schofield Barracks is one of the largest military establishments in the 
U.S. Army, area 14,400 acres. Located twenty-one miles from Honolulu, 
near the center of the island. There is a complete division located here 
and it is nice to see all the arms and services function on one reservation 
or post. There are approximately 500 officers and 16,000 troops. Our 
Station Hospital is a 300 bed hospital with facilities for 600 if the need 
presented. We have thirteen dental officers on duty at present. We main- 
tain our own mechanical dentistry laboratory, x-ray department and sup- 
ply. We all practice general dentistry, rotating in the surgery and labora- 
tory on a turn about schedule. 

One afternoon a week all medical and dental officers have a joint 
meeting at which time cases and items of interest to all concerned are pre- 
sented. Open discussions follow these. At a post this size these meetings 
are very instructive and cover a wide range of cases. For example :—this 
hospital treated 35 jaw fractures last year in the dental clinic. 

There are about twenty of the medical department officers here that 
came from the reserves and National Guard outfits. We have special 
classes in military subjects twice weekly, also demonstrations and appli- 
cations. Our uniform here is made of the standard cotton cloth; we just 
wear the shirt and slacks, the weather is so moderate we do not need 
blouses or jackets. Tailoring on the island is very reasonable and most 
all wear tailor-made garments, which make excellent appearing outfits. 

The greatest length of the island is about forty-five miles and the 
greatest width about thirty. Here is a note copied from some literature 
that sums up the weather: The combination of the sub-tropics, the Pacific 
Ocean, mountains, the Trade Winds, and a cooling ocean current from the 
region of the Bering Straits all combine to provide a favorable climate 
which permits the claim, with some justice, that the Islands are the “Para- 
dise of the Pacific.” 

Fruits and vegetables are excellent and cheap. A four to five pound 
pineapple is a dime. Meat is shipped frozen from the mainland and is a 
little expensive. Shoes or any type of leather goods is expensive too. And 
as mentioned before, tailoring and dressmaking are very inexpensive, and 
then too the need for clothes is not great with the moderate weather. 

The majority of living quarters are most attractive and comfortable 
and provided with some government furniture. We were fortunate in get- 
ting quarters immediately upon arrival. At times there are not enough 
available and then one must live in civilian villages nearby, or stay at a 
hotel till quarters are available. 

Service athletics are of an especially high order. Baseball, football, 
basketball, and boxing receive great popularity, and the service teams are 
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uniformly excellent. There is an excellent library, motion picture theaters, 
bank and post office right on the reservation. A very large chapel with 
services for all denominations at different hours. 

I have tried to present a rounded picture in the shortest space. Any- 
thing I have omitted that you are interested in, just write the questions 
and I will endeavor to find the answers. Letters are most precious and if 
and when time permits, drop us a line. 

Mrs. Denny and children are excellent and all join in sending their

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STEEL USED AS FILLING FOR TEETH IN FRANCE 
Patients Part With Jewelry for Gold Bridges 


VICHY—Family heirlooms and jewelry—gold watches, bracelets and 
even wedding rings—are being turned into utilitarian dental fillings and 
bridges throughout the free zone of France. 

Dentistry is in a difficult pass for all sorts of essential materials. Gold 
is practically unobtainable, though its use in dentistry is among the pur- 
poses for which its sale by the government is authorized. But to obtain 
this gold for fillings, the dentist must make a separate application for each 
tooth. He has to fill out a lengthy form giving the case history of the pa- 
tient, the size of the cavity, and make a sworn declaration. Then he has to 
wait at least two monthhs before the permit for the gold is issued. 

Armed with an old gold watch or a gold coin withdrawn from circula- 
tion he can go to a recognized dealer, and in exchange can obtain dental 
goid of 22 carats. Most patients who can scrape up some piece of old gold 
jewelry are ready to make the sacrifice. 

Dentists in the free zone are doing a booming business. They all have 
more clients than they can handle, and most of them decline to devote more 
than half an hour per appointment to a patient. All sorts of supplies are 
becoming scarce, and the dentists are obliged to improvise much of the 
material they need. Stainless steel fillings, much cheaper than gold, are 
becoming popular. Fillings composed of steel with a secret alloy, are said 
to be quite handsome.
